Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In regard to the 1 12, 1st and 2nd rejections, Applicant explained that 
"angularly displaced" has the same meaning it does in the prior art. Examiner Sugarman asked if it refers to quarter- 
wave thickness of the layers, and applicant said that it does. Examiner Raizen said that she would only accept the 
exact language that is in the specification, or omission of the limitation. In regard to 103 rejections, Applicant explained 
that the invention differs from the prior art in that the dielectric mirror has exactly six layers and no more. Examiner 
Raizen said that although such a limitation might make the claims patentable, it had not been presented previously. 
Therefore, it would require her to consider further whether the claims having such a limitation are non-obvious over the 
prior art of record and might require her to search the prior art further. Applicant also expressed a doubt as to the 
validity of the calculations the examiner used to show that Johansen inherently discloses the transmission properties 
recited in claim 1 . 
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
